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LONDON (AP) — The leading 
finance ministers of the Western 
world hurried to Bonn today to 
try to halt the second major cri­ 
sis in the international mone­ 
tary sy stem this y ear. 
Most Western money markets 
were shut to check speculators' 
attacks on major Western cur­ 
rencies. 
With the money ex chang es 
closed, the speculators switched 
to g old and sent its price soar­ 
ing . 
Many financial ex perts in 
London considered the present 
emerg ency even more serious 
than the March g old crisis be­ 
cause three of the world's prin­ 
cipal 
trading currencies—the 
French franc, the pound sterling 
and the dollar — were simula- 
neouslv under attack by the spe­ 
culators 
The crisis was sparked by be­ 
lief that a devaluation of the 
franc and a revaluation upward 
of the West German deutsches- 
mark—the 
world's 
strong est 
currency —were imminent. 
Speculators rushed to chang e 
franc's for marks and the fever 
soon spread to include both the 
pound and the dollar. But the 
franc was hardest hit. 
In an attempt to check the 
flig ht to the mark, the West 
German g overnment announced 
that it would not revalue the 
currency but instead was mak­ 
ing tax chang es to reduce the 
larg e foreig n trade surplus re­ 
sponsible for the ex pectation ©f 
revaluation. 
In what London’s Financial 
Times called a “ backdoor reval­ 
uation,” the Bonn g overnment 
said it would reduce its tax on 
imports and the tax rebate it 
pay s on ex ports. This should re­ 
duce the flow of West German 
ex ports and increase imports, 
resulting in a reduction of the 
surplus trade balance. 
To streng then confidence in 
the franc, the French National 
Assembly 
approved 
Premier 
Maurice Couve de Murville’s 
proposal to reduce 1969 budg et 
ex penditures $400 million, which 
he said would cut the deficit for 
the y ear to $1.8 8 billion. The 
premier called the cut a “ first 
leg " but g ave no indication 
what spending prog rams would 
suffer. 
To g ive the g overnments a 
breathing space while the finan­ 
cial community evaluated these 
measures, the French g overn­ 
ment dosed all financial mar­ 
kets today . West German mar­ 
kets were closed because the 
day is a national holiday , and 
the British g overnment ordered 
the London foreig n ex chang e 
market closed. 
West German Economics Min 
ister Karl Schiller called an 
emerg ency meeting in Bonn to­ 
day of the “ Group of 10,” the fi­ 
nance ministers of Belg ium, 
Britain, Canada, France, West 
Germany , the Netherlands, Ita­ 
ly , J apan, Sweden and the Unit­ 
ed States. U.S. Treasury Secre­ 
tary Henry H. Fowler already 
was there, taking a roundabout 
route back to Washing ton from 
the NATO meeting in Brussels 
last week. But the United States 
so far appeared to be taking 
only a standby role in the crisis.

The 
nickel has become a lonely 
coin in the past few decades.

Officials at the New York 
headquarters of F . W. Wool- 
worth Co., the venerable, 89- 
year-old f i v e - a n d - d i m e 
chain, scratch their heads 
and shrug trying to come up 
with 1968 merchandise in the 
five-penny range. 


“ To tell the truth,” says 
one 
Woodworth 
man, 
“ I 
can't think ol anything that 
goes for five any more. No 
.And only a very few things 
for a dim e,” 


The Woodworth store on 
M anhattan’s 5th Avenue sup­ 
ports the official’s doubts. 
There are three 
floors of 
everything from false eye­ 
lashes to birdseed, but one 
has to have strong eyes and 
stamina to find items for five 
cents. 


There are a few. Penny 
post cards, as an example, 
cost a nickel. The same goes 
for some pencils. In the a rti­ 
ficial flower d e p a r t m e n t 
there is a pathetic looking 
plastic geranium that is sale 
priced at five cents. 
The 
Woolworth 
c a n d y 
c o u n t e r has some nickel 
items. A few candy bars sell 
for 
five cents;

candy and mints that are a 
steal at two cents each. 
But such things are rare 
as fingers on a duck.

Newsmen Blast Secrecy 
Under Johnson Tenure 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
Johnson 
administration 
was 
characterized bv a “ reckless 
handling of the truth. " accord­ 
ing to a report by Sigma Delta 
Chi’s freedom of information 
committee. 
Johnson “ is leaving office 
with jjerhaps the worst record 
for credibility of any president 
in our history,” said the report, 
which was to be presented today 
at the journalism society’s na­ 
tional convention. 
During the last year, it said, 
“ the President continued to 
have an obsession for secrecy 
and did his utmost to maintain a 
monopolistic control of the news 
until he was ready to announce 
it.” 
“ President 
Johnson’s 
pen­ 
chant for secrecy,” the report 
said, “ his refusal to hold for- 
m a 1. 
announced-in-advance 
news conferences, and his reck­ 
less handling of the truth, con­ 
tinued to give serious problems 
to White Hou.se correspond­ 
ents. ” 
The report was critical of 
news handling procedures at the 
Pentagon where, it said, “ the 
information programs are not 
designed to provide information 
but to protect the secretary of 
defense and the various services 
against criticism.” 
Information relating to the 
Vietnam war was the biggest 


problem, the report said, be­ 
cause “ critical decisions on the 
war were made in secrecy and 
never fully discussed.” 
Also under attack in the docu­ 
ment was the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, which, the com­ 
mittee said, “ repeatedly with­ 
held 
information 
concerning 
conditions in nonfederally in­ 
spected meat packing and poul­ 
try plants. 
However, the committee said 
that both the House and the Sen­ 
ate moved in separate actions to 
improve their ethical standards 
and lift “ part of the veil of se­ 
crecy surrounding their person­ 
al finances.” 
The document was critical of 
the American Bar Association’s 
Reardon Report, which restricts

Funid Rule 
Observed 


W'ASHINiiTON (AP) - Near­ 
ly two-thirds of the Senate is 
finding it easy to live with a 
new rule on the handling of 
campaign 
funds 
that 
was 
prompted by the .sen.sational 
Bobby Baker case. 
.Sixty-three .senators have giv­ 
en written authorization for at 
least one employe in their of­ 
fices to handle such funds. One 
senator has designated eight 
employes 
'I'he code of ethics adopted by 
the Senate last .March includes 
a general ban on employes or 
officers of the Senate receiving, 
soliciting, distributing, or being 
the custodian of campaign funds 
for senators or other federal of­ 
ficials 
I'his 
prohibition, 
however, 
does not apply to any assistant 
designated by the senator in 
writing to 
handle campaign 
funds and who is paid over 
$10,0(M)a year 
Hcstricting the political fund 
activ'ties of Senate employes 
was rf’commended by the .Sen 
ate Hules Committee in 1964 aft­ 
er its investigation of Baker, 
former secretary to the Senate’s 
Democratic majority who was 
accused of mishandling cam­ 
paign funds 
'I’hc bipartisan Select Commit­ 
tee on Standards and Conduct 
fiad 
recommended 
a tighter 
curb than the Senate adopted 
wtien it incorporated a code of 
ethics into its rules 
'I'he committee also recom­ 
mended the only exception be 
one .assistant to a senator, ex- 
firi’ssly designated, who could 
receive campaign funds .solely 
for transmittal to the candidate

A Mixture 
O f Elements 
In W anger

H O L L Y W O O D (AP) - 
Throughout his long career in 
films, Walter Wanger seemed 
torn between two elements of 
his character; showman and 
statesman. 
Wanger, who died Monday in 
New York at 74, was a curiosity 
among movie moguls. For one 
thing, he was a college gradu­ 
ate—Dartmouth T5. That alone 
set him apart from the empire- 
building primitives of Holly­ 
wood. 
A man addicted to pipes and 
tweeds, 
he 
seemed 
almost 
professorial in manner and ap­ 
pearance. Indeed, he enjoyed 
visiting campuses to expound to 
students on economics and in­ 
ternational politics, as well as 
movies. He told of his ambitions 
to become a diplomat after Air 
Corps service in World War I. 
He served as president of the 
Motion Picture Academy and 
sparked 
industry drives for 
charity and good will. He visited 
the White House and offered his 
advice on national and world 
problems. 
Wanger also knew how to sur­ 
vive in the Hollywood jungle. He 
could wheel and deal with the 
toughest studio bosses—Louis B. 
Mayer, Harry Cohn, etc. -and 
escape unharmed. He could pro­ 
duce classics like “ Stagecoach" 
and “ The Long Voyage Home," 
as well as “ Salome, Where She 
Danced" and “ Invasion of the 
Body Snatcher.” He also man­ 
aged to precipitate—and survive 
—one of the biggest Hollywood 
scandals of the 1950s. 
Wanger produced plays in 
London and New York before 
starting in films as eastern pro­ 
duction 
manager 
for 
Para­ 
mount. Film-making jobs at Co­ 
lumbia and MGM convinced 
him to pursue an independent 
course, and he started his own 
company in 1935. 
In 1951, Hollywood was shak­ 
en by the news that Walter 
Wanger had fired a pistol at 
Jennings Lang, agent for Mrs. 
Wanger, actress Joan Bennett 
“ I shot him because I thought 
he was breaking up my home." 
Wanger told police. Lang recov­ 
ered from a groin wound, and 
Wanger pleaded guilt>' to as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon. 
He was sentenced to four 
months in jail. 
Wanger demonstrated his own 
recouperative powers by resum­ 
ing his career and marriage aft­ 
er serving time. He capitalized 
on the experience by writing 
magazine articles on penologv' 
and producing a film against 
capital punishment, I Want To 
Live," which won an Academy 
Award for Susan Havward in 
1958.

PARIS (AP)—Education Min­ 
istry officials and the once re­ 
bellious French students are 
looking nervously at the future 
—and each other. 
The students forced a radical 
reform 
program 
with 
their 
strike and street battles in May 
and June. After five months of 
standstill, university life is now 
resuming. 
Some 200.000 of the 600.000 
French university students al­ 
ready have returned to school. 
They apparently have not yet 
decided whether to go quietly 
back to work and accept the 
deep changes that resulted from 
their strike, or to continue their 
agitation until all demands are 
met. 
The general feeling, both on 
campuses and in Education 
Ministry circles, seems to be 
that the great majority of the 
students want to get back to 
real work. Still, there's pressure 
from extremLsts' groups who 


say the reforms are “ limited. " 
and consider them a maneuver 
to stop revolts like the one that 
made the nation tremble last 
spring. 
There is some fear that the 
action of the extremisLs may 
spread to the moderate students 
if the new university program 
worked 
out 
by 
President 
Charles de Gaulle's government 
cannot be implemented quickly 
Education 
Minister 
Edgar 
Faure has worked out a revolu- 
tionaiy law modifying the 150- 
year-old sv'stem. His reforms 
were based on two main princi­ 
ples. autonomy for each univer­ 
sity and student participation in 
the college administrations, 
The law aims at putting an 
end to both the centralization of 
teaching under the control of 
the minister and the authority 
of the teachers over the stu­ 
dents. The bill was so radical 
that it first started a flurrv’ of 
protests from the tradition- 
bound Gaullist group in the Na­ 
tional Assemblv. 


But with De Gaulle's personal 
pressure, the bill eventually got 
through Parliament earlier this 
month without serious amend­ 
ments. Only a few deputies ab- 
sUiincd from voting. 


Education Ministrv’ officials 
admit there will be a long peri- 
(kJ of “experiments, and some 
of them privately reckon the im­ 
plementation of the far reaching 
reforms may cost a year of 
study to some students. 
On the other hand, authorities 
must reckon with the total oppo­ 
sition by the extremists who say 
no reform in the university is 
possible as long as there is no 
basic change in the sotnal sys­ 
tem. They demand total liberty

The Center on Social Welfare 
Policy and Law, based at Co­ 
lu mbia Univ ersity in New York , 
said the su its wou ld seek to es­ 
tablish either Food Stamp or 
Commodity Distribu tion p ro­ 
grams in most of the estimated 
5 00 cou nties that now hav e ne­ 
ither.

A similar resolu tion was de­ 
feated last y ear by a v ote of 5ft- 
45 with 17 abstentions. The p ro- 
Pek ing forces came closest to 
v ictory in 1965 when the v ote 
was a 47-47 tie. 
This y ear’s resolu tion was 
sp onsor^ by 15 nations headed 
by Albania, Pek ing’s mou th­ 
p iece in the United Nations. 
Only two other Commu nist na­ 
tions, 
Cu ba 
and 
Romania, 
joined in sp onsoring the draft. 
The Sov iet Union, lock ed in an 


ideological disp u te with 
the 
Chinese Reds, v oted for the p ro­ 
p osal after giv ing it only p er­ 
fu nctory su p p ort 
Italy ’s p rop osal to set u p a 
stu dy grou p to sou nd ou t gov ­ 
ernments on the idea of a two- 
China solu tion—seating both the 
Reds and the Nationalists—was 
defeated for the second straight 
y ear. Both Pek ing and P'ormosa 
hav e v owed they wou ld nev er 
agree to a two-China deal 
The United States su p p orted 
the stu dy grou p p rop osal and in­ 
dicated du ring the debate it 
might throw its su p p ort behind 
a two-(’hina p rop osal. 
U S Ambassador J R. Wig­ 
gins said Pek ing’s su p p orters 
were au tomatically ex clu ding 
the (’ommu nLsts from a seat by 
insisting that the Nationalists be 
ex p elled.

D O C T O R ' S M A I I . B A G 


Heartb u rn No t Connected 
With Particu lar Disease 


By W A Y N E G. BRANDST ADT , M .D. 


Q — I eat no rich or fried foods b u t I still get 
heartb u rn after every meal. Upper and lower 
digestive tract and gall b ladder Xrays are negative 
except for a spasm in my colon. What wou ld cau se 
my distress? 
A — Heartburn is a b u rning feeling cau sed b y the 
regu rgitation of acid stomach contents into the 
esophagu s. It is not characteristic of any particu lar 
disease and may occu r in normal healthy persons at 
times.Persons who swallow air b u ild u p an excessive 
amou nt of gas in the stomach. When they b elch, 
some of the stomach contents may b e forced u p into 
the esophagu s. 
Heartb u rn often occu rs in an aggravated form in 
persons with peptic u lcer, hiatru s hernia, gallstones, 
gastritis or as a resu lt of excessive smoking. It is 
interesting to note that, althou gh you r stomach and 
gall b ladder Xrays were negative, you had some 
spasms in you r colon. This, too, is often associated 
with persistent heartb u rn. 
Q — Are antacid tablets harmfu l if taken 
frequ ently for heartb u rn? They do help me. 
A — Sucb tablets are relatively harmless b u t their 
prolonged u se interferes with the ab sorption of 
phosphoru s and leads to a syndrome characterized 
b y weakness, loss of appetite and vagu e pains in the 
b ones. This can b e prevented b y eating eggs and 
other foods that contain phosphoru s. Antacids do 
nothing to relieve the u nderlying cau se of you r 
trou b le. This shou ld b e determined so that you r 
need to rely on antacids can b e eliminated 
Q — Two do cto rs 
told me I have a large air b u b b le in 
my stomach. How can I get rid of it? 
A — There is alway s some air in you r stomach. 
When the amou nt gets u ncomfortab ly large, you 
ordinarily get rid of it b y b elching b u t consciou s 
efforts to b elch are associated with air swallowing, 
so why not let natu re take its cou rse'' 
Q — Do es o ne hav e pain with cancer of the 
stomach'' Do stomach u lcers ever completely heal? 
A — Early warning s sig ns 
of stomach cancer are 
strikingly ab sent. The first sign may b e a loss of 
appetite Late in the cou rse there may b e mild 
ab dominal distress b u t rearly any severe pain. 
Stomach u lcers can b e cu red b u t u nless the 
u nderlying cau se is dLscovered and removed they 
are ver\’ likelv to recu r.

BUDAPEST, Hung ary (AP) 
— Hung arian leaders, reluctant 
allies of Moscow in halting the 
Czechoslovak 
liberalization 
drive, seem determined to pur­ 
sue their policies of relative 
freedom at home. Western ob­ 
servers ag ree that prospects are 
g ood that they will manag e. 
Fears have been widespread 
that the crisis mig ht herald an 
end to the reform course which, 
12 y ears after the bloody upris­ 
ing , has g iven Hung ary the 
most Western look in the Soviet 
orbit. 
Newspapers and radios were 
showered with worried letters 
when Hung arian units joined 
troops of the four hard-line War­ 
saw Pact member countries in 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
“ They asked whether this will 
mean a shift in policy ,” a Com 
munist editor said. “ In a way 
this concern was a massive sup­ 
port and a proof that we have 
been on the rig ht way .” 
Party 
leaders readily res­ 
ponded with assurances of party 
‘policies whose basic tenets in­ 
clude economic reform and de­ 
mocratization of public life. 
On the contrary , said the par­ 
ty 
newspaper Nepszabadsag , 
the Czechoslovak crisis has con­ 
firmed the Hung arian party in 
its conviction that “ there is no 
other policy than that which it 
has pursued so far.” 
That road, it enfphasized, was 
in many aspects “ quite differ­ 
ent” from the Soviet and other 
Communist models “ because 
only by being so was it able to 
approach the vital questions of 
our society with a truly Marxist 
attitude.” 
Hung arian Communists insist 
the party ’s course is as liberal 
as that of the Czechoslovak 
leadership. The economic re­ 
form is claimed to g o bey ond 
that of Prag ue in several points. 
How then does Hung ary make 
the Soviet Union g ive its g reen 
lig ht? 
In a speech, Premier J enoe 
Fock g ave one answer: 
“ An important role in the suc­ 
cess achieved so far by our eco­ 
nomic reform is play ed by the 
knowledg e that we do not live in 
a vacuum. We took care that in­ 
ternational public opinion, pri­ 
marily the Socialist community 
of which we are members, 
should understand more or less 
correctly what is happening in 
our country and, what is more, 
should possibly ag ree with it." 
A lower Communist official 
privately explained another se­ 
cret of Hung ary 's success: 
Western diplomats here see 
no indication of a shift in Soviet 
policy toward Hung ary . Some 
think party chief J anos Kadar 
can claim personal credit for 
continued success in the tactics 
of caution. 
Kadar, say some sources, has 
manag ed to build a special rela­ 
tionship with Moscow and is one 
of the few to whom the Kremlin 
men are willing to listen. 
“ He had the confidence of Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev and somehow 
he has manag ed to convince his 
successors, too. of his complete 
loy alty .”

sor of psy chiatry at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Colorado. 
Dr. Steele and his colleagu es 
hav e m ade an intensiv e stu dy 
of 60 families where small 
children hav e been assau lted, 
and his findings will serv e as 
gu idance for the work being 
done in this field here in 
Britain. 


Who are the baby bashers? 
Child abu se occu rs not only 


among the poor, bu t a m ong a ll 
classes of society , inclu d ing 
u niv ersity gradu ates, a c c o rd ­ 
ing to Dr. Steele. 
Usu ally the pa r e n t s a re 
newly m arried and a ge d b e ­ 
tween 20 and 30. They a r e not 
necessarily aggressiv e people; 
in fact, often they take good 
care of their children as f a r a s 
m aterial wants, su ch a s food 
and clothing, are concerned . 
Bu t they are u su ally lonely , 
frightened people and soc ia lly 
isolated people. “They a re the 
kind who keep the 
b l i n d s 
drawn in broad day light and 
who hav e u nlisted telephone 
nu m b e r s , ” Miss C ou rt e x ­ 
plains. 
“ They are com pletely la c k­ 
ing in m aternal feeling, u su ­ 
ally as a resu lt of the ir own 
childhood, when they w e re d e ­ 
priv ed of lov e. Being e m otion­ 
ally d e pr i v e d , they e x pe c t 
t he i r baby to m ake them 
happy and, when the 
b ab y 
fails to do so, they hit i t .” 
Usu ally it is the m othe r w ho 
attacks the baby , thou gh the 
father is often present a s a 
passiv e spectator. 
In the past, su ch c a s e s of 
child abu se were tre a te d a s 
accidents, the parents glib ly 
ex plaining that baby ha d ha d 
a fall. Radiologists b e c a m e 
s u s pi c i o u s when, in m a ny 
cases, X ray s showed 
tha t 
baby had mu ltiple 
inju rie s 
that cou ld not hav e re s u lte d 
from any fall. 
Tha nks to the widesprea d 
public interest in this finding , 
do cto rs in mo st A m e r i c a n 
sta tes a re no w required by 
la w to repo rt suspected ca ses 
o f child neg lect a nd a buse to 
po lice o r to the a ppro pria te 
children’s a g ency . 
Su ch a law has not y et b een 
e na c t e d in B ritain, w hic h 
m eans that Miss Cou rt w ill d e ­ 
pend largely u pon co-operation 
from hospitals in u ncov ering 
battered children cases. 
Her approach is not a pu ni­ 
tiv e one. “ Pu nishm ent d oes no 
good if y ou want to c u re the 
ev il,” she ex plains. “ If s o m e ­ 
one is cry ing ou t for he lp, 
'»t 
isn’t helpfu l to fine them or 
send them to jail, and s u re ly 
battering a baby m u st b e a 
desperate cry for help.”
